Marble needs no disguise ; il is at once 
tbe most beautiful, and one ol the most 
enduring substances, and will remain a 
monument as it were, to the individual 
who has piled it ; its employment is an 
evidence of rising 
greatnvssi 
since, 
however common it may become its 
price will ever exceed that of brick* or 
tho usual building stone ; it is a proof of 
the progiess of a correct ta»!*, and will 
assuredly prooiote the growth ol archi­ 
tectural science, in copyiog the noblest 
remnants ol antiquity, when a fiiitabie 
material is at command, and it will render 
our cities, our lowns, o*y even our vil­ 
lages, the boast ef their 
inhabitants, 
and the wonder of foreigners. 
The 
great facilities of transportation, have 
enabled the proprietors of the quarries, 
to furnish nearly every section oi the 
Union with marble of any size and 
quantity, and thus in a few years, 
the hand ol ornameutal improvement 
will be visible in every state, as far as 
the erection of buildings is concerned. 


There is yet another aubject connect­ 
ed with the employment ol marble, <tiut 
one of no email importance ; it will en­ 
courage tbe art ol sculpture. 
It has 
hitherto been tbe custom to send to Italy 
lor each block intended for the «laiuary ; 
and even at present, the gram of the 
stone is net sufficiently line lor the e l­ 
ocution ol large objects ; .. consi<Jer»hJ<t 
quantity, sufficiently good f.ir ordinary 
purposes, can however readily bu ot» 
turned, and in a year or two, after fur­ 
ther research, a quality may be dt«- 
covered of «ulficieol excellence, for the j 
highest department in aculpture ; at all ' 
events, the student can now obtain, and 
at a very moderate price, an abundant 
supply to meet his earlieat wants, and 
thus th d desideratum.a school ot sculp- I 
ture might at once be lormetl to tbe 
encouragement of native talent, and the 
use of native material. 
Independently 
al*o ol these considerations of durable- 
neas and beauty, it affords employment 
to thousands ol our citizens to excavate 
Hie marble of our rich quarries, and it 
if believed to be a source ol national 
economy, to save the immense quanti- 
tie» of luel which are necessanly used in 
burning bricks.
